One fact. I think, has not been

ught sufliciently to publie attention,
but to me it proves more than any
other one thing—the round and con-
structive quality of the statesmanship
which he has shown in everything that
he has undertaken, Many iegal ques-
tiona were involved in carrying out the
conservation policies which Le had laid
down and equally, of course, many of
thesa questions were brought into the
courts—both Ntate and Federal, Eight
times questions such ns these were
taken up to the Bupreme Court of the
Btates, nnd in every case his policies
were afirmed completely and entirely,
No policies that he has ever made have
been finully reversed by any courts,

The public knows the conditian in
which he found the Department of For-
estry when he first took it on. It was
moribund—hardly functioning at ull—
the employes dead on their feet—in a
condition of Iothargy and inefiiciency
that would have shamed an old-fash-
ivned country store,

No Iprlvlla business conducted along
such lines could Lave survived for six
months,

In two or three montha after Pinchot
had taken hold econditions wore re-
versad-—proper modern and melentifle
business methoda were  introduced,
wasteful expenditures were eut out, the
employes wera galvanzed into new life,
they were given a chance to nrsume re-
sponsibllity and in less than a year,
according to a report from the Unlted
Btates Department of Agrieulturs, the
Forestry partment of I’ennsylvania
wos rated ns the best Forestry De-
artment, not only in the United States

ut in the whole world.

One interesting point about this is
that it was all brought about Ly no
revolutionary methods—no  employen
werg fired, or virtually none; I believe
two resigned and ones wus dropped;
very little new leglslation was neces-
sary, and what was essential was passed
h;' the Btate Legislature unanimously.
The whole matter was a question of
putting a man {n charga who under-
stood Government service, who knew
how to get on with his men, who knew
what efficlency meant, and how to get
it; in sbort, & good executive,

Of courne, it is the Governor's duty
to eubmit the plau; but the Legislatuve,
aud the Legislature alone, cun muke
it into law, and a hostila Logislature
would have It In ity power, if it were
80 minded, to reduco the performuniy
of the Pinchot program to un idle
dream,
